7 vine Seruice. The firſt origi 

and ground whereof, ifa man would ſcarch out by the 
ancient Fathers, hce ſhall finde that the ſame was not or- 
ſe , and for a great aduance- 
ſo ordered the matter , that 
all the whole Bible (or the greateſt part theresf) ſhould 
be read ouer once cuery yeere , intending thereby that 
the Clergie , and eſpecially ſuch as were Miniſters of the 
Congregation , ſhould (by often reading and meditation 
of Gods word) be ſtirred vp to godlinefle themſclues,and 
bee more able roexhort others by wholeſome doctrine, 
and to confute them that vere aduerſaries to the truth. 
Aad further, that the people by 
Scripture reade in the Church, ſho 
more and more in the knowledge of God, and bee the 
more inflamed with the loue of his true Religion. Bur 
theſe many yeerespaſſed, this godly and decent order of 
the ancient Fathers hath beene ſo altered , broken , and 
negleRed, by planting in vncerraine ſtories, legends, reſ- 
ponds, yerſes,yaine tions ace (y- 
y when any booke of the Bible was 
begun , before three or foure Chapters were read out, all 
the reſt were vnread, And in this ſort the booke of Eſay 
| |was begun in Aduent , and the booke of Geneſis in Sep- 
tuageſima : but they were onely begun , and neuer read 

thorovv. After like ſort were other bookes of holy Scri 
ture vſed. And morcouer, whereas Saint Paul wonld haue 
ſuch language ſpoken to the people in the Church , as 
they might ynderſtand , and haue profit by hearing the 
fame : the Seruice in this Church of England (theſe many 
yeeres) hath beene read jn Latine to the people, which 
they vnderſtand not : ſo that they haue heard with their 
eares onely , and their heart , ſpirit, and mindc haue not 


and theteſt ytterly omirred. 


Mareouer,the number and bardneſſe of the rules called 
the Pye , andthe manifold changings of the Seruice , was 
thecauſethatto turne the booke onely , was ſo hard and 
incricate a matter, that many times there was more buſi- 
nefle to finde out what ſhould be read, then to reade it 
when it yyas found out. Theſe inconueniences therefore 
conſidered, here isfer forth ſuch an order whereby the 
ſame ſhalbe redreſſed: And for areadinefe 1n this matter, 
here is drawne outa Kalender for thar-purpoſe , which is 
plaine andeafie to bee yndeerftood , wherein (fo much as | 
may be) the reading of -the holy Scripture is (0 ſet forth,-| 
that all things ſhall be done in order , without breaking } - © 


one piece thereof from another. For this cauſe be cut 0

' Iceflity there muſt be ſome rules : therfore certain rules are

vſe. And if any will iudge this way more painefull,becauſe 
that all chings muſt be read vpon the booke , whereas be- 
fore by reaſon of ſo often repetition, they could fay many 
things by heart: if thoſe men will weigh their labour 
wich the profit and knowledge which daily they ſha 
obtaine by reading ypon the booke , they will not refuſe 
the paine, in confideration of the great profite ſhall enſue | 
thereof. | 

And foraſmuch asnotbing can almoſt be ſo plainely ſer 
fotth, but doubts may ariſe in the vſe and praRiſing of 
the ſame : to appeaſe all ſuch diuerfity (if any ariſe) and 
for the reſolution of all doubts concerning the manner 
how to vnderſtand, doe, and execute the things conteined 
in this booke : the parties that ſo doubt, or diuerſly take 
any thing, ſhal] alway reſort to the Biſhsp of the Dioceſle,

5 the preſence of all the Congregation. Which cuStome now being growen out of vſe{although it cannot for 
many confederations be well reſtored againe ) it is thought good to follow the ſame', 45 neere 45 connentently 
may be. Wherefore the people are to be admoniſhed that it i moſt connenient,that Baptiſme ſhould not be mi- 
niſtred but upon Sondayes and other Holy dayes,when the moſt number of people may come together aſwel fot 
that the Congregation there preſent may teHtifie the recernmg of them that bee newly baptized into the num- 
ber of Chriſts akebie alſe becauſe in the baptiſme of Infants,enery man preſent may be put in remebrance 
of hs own profeſſis made to God tn Baptiſme. For which cauſe alſo it 1 expedient that Bapriſme be miniſtred 
in the Engliſh tongue. Nentrtheleſſe (if neceſſity ſp require ) chilaren may at all times be baptized at home.
